Production is less 
than it was in 1941 before we got 
into the war. It is about 2 3 of 
what it was in 1943 at the middle 
of the war. Prices are 40 percent 
higher than they were in 1939. 


In fact, all of us know that econo- 


mic condition in our country are 
worse right now than they "were 
during the war. 
. What has th3 present Congress 
(lone to helo us? It has not behaved 
very well. Rather than

OPA outright, the House put seven 
crippling amendment on it so that 
we have all ths red tape of OPA. 
but little of its power to prevent 
inflation. Congress seems afraid to ' 
extend the draft and afraid not'

retaliate against labor by drafting 
labor that struck against govern- 
ment—-operated plants in the Army 
This is the present Congress — 
probably one 
of the poorest in 


the history of the country, the one 
that Congressman Hatton Summers 
of Texas was so disgusted with 
that 
he said he no longer wanted 


to be a member of it. 


Could I set 
all this right if you 


sent me to Congress? ProbablvYiot I 
by myself. Many new faces" will 
be reauired. One thing is certain: 
Oren Harris will not set it right 
because he has had six years of ex- 
perience doing this very thing In 
Feburary. 1943. a Democrat, Smith 
of Virginia, introduced 
a resolu- 


tion in the House to investigate the 
activities of federal agencies be- 
yond the scope of their authority. 
It passed, but Oren Harris was 
one 
of 
fifty 
to vote against it. 


His six years of experience arc not 
of the kind that will restore ab- 
dicatad powers to Congress. 


If wo get a change, it will re- 


quire courage and decision. In Feb- 
ruary the House voted on the Case 
Bill. It provided for mediation and 
arbitration, cooling-off periods, ci- 
vil suits for breach of contract by 
labor unions, penalties for violent 
picketing, boycotts, and jurisdict- 
ional disDUtes. Oren Harris voted 
against it and gave as his reason 
to some of you that it was not 
the legislation which the rasidant 
wished. The Case Bill went into the 
Senate and was made more strin- 
gent there. This time Harris votad 
for it. though the President was 
still opposed to it as provad by his 
veto a few days later. After the 
veto, the Case Bill came to the 
House a third time to sec if it 
could be pasesd over the Presi- 
dent's veto. This time Harris did 
not 
vote. 
Was he 
confused, 
or 


afraid to vote, or was he absent 
from Washington? If it were 
the 


last, it is rather unbecoming in a 
man 
of experience to be 
away 


from Washington at so crucial a 
time. There is his record on the 
Case Bill: one time against, one 
time for, and one time not voting. 
That covers all possibilities. There 
is a very good substitute for six 
years experience playing all sides.

ions to pain vary wilh age, train- 
ing, 
race, concentration, altitude, 


confidence in a physician, and the

di ug is given. 


Pain may be a sign warning of 


serious disease, and those who feel 
il less acutely may delay in con- 
tacting a physician. 


When a patient pasl 50 years of 


age lias a pain over his heart, he 
remembers the experiences of his 
friends 
with heart trouble and 


seeks medical aid. Often he is so 
apprehensive 
over 
his 
condition 


that he requires excessive amounts 
of 
medicine -and reassurance to 


relieve his distress. 


But 
when a 
young 
individual 


experiences pain over his heart, 
he may not have the same concern 
as does the older man, hence he 
may 
develop serious 
complica- 


tions. 
EARLY T R A I N I N G COUNTS 


The manner in which we react 


to pain may be Ihe result of train- 
ing in childhood. While children 
in 
pain require sympathetic as- 


sistance, parents 
who 
magnify 


every small hurt may create false 
concepts ol pain in tncir children's 
minds. 
Boys and grils should be 


liained 
lo expect 
that certain 


things will hurt, but 
thai relief 


will ba obtained as soon as possi- 
ble.

tacting a physician. 


When a patient pasl 50 years of 


age lias a pain over his heart, he 
remembers the experiences of his 
friends

seeks medical aid. Often he is so 
apprehensive 
over 
his 
condition 


that he requires excessive amounts 
of 
medicine -and reassurance to 


relieve his distress. 


But 
when a 
young 
individual 


experiences pain over his heart, 
he may not have the same concern 
as does the older man, hence he
